Governor Whitman and Major Moore, 
his military secretary, left Albany this 
mornimg by automobile for Camp WTiit- 
man, near Fishkill, to review the state 
troops encamped there. 
Before leaving 
Governor Whitman received a telegram 
from IVIrs. Becker asking for an inter- 
view. He replied that he was compelled 
to leave Albany but would receive Mrs. 
Becker on his return, which 
will be 
about 6:30 this evening.

Final preparations for the execution 
at Sing Sing 
prison 
early 
tomorrow 
morning of Charles 
Becker, formerly 
Ik>lice lieutenant, 
for 
instigating the 
murder of Herman Rosenthal, were be- 
. gun at the prison today following the 
announcement of Justice 
Ford's 
de- 
cision denying Becker a third trial. The 
hour of the execution is set for 5:45 
a. m. tomorrow. 


There was much speculation today as 
to whether Becker's counsel would at- 
tempt to make any further appeal jn 
his behalf which might act as a stay of 
his execution or wJiether any such U]/- 
peal were possible. 
One of Becker's i't- 
torneys said there would be a meeting 
of the prisoner's counsel today to con- 
sider Justice Ford's decision and de- 
cide whether they could 
do 
anything 
further to save Becker from the chair. 
Justice Ford had declared that the cas^« 
was now entirely in the-hands of Grov- 
ernor Whitman, and, clemency if any 
were granted, must come from him. 


Governor Approves DeniaL 


The governor had expressed his ap- 
proval of the denial of a new trial, .ind 
had said that if he had any doubt about 
Becker's guilt, he would pardon him in 
a minute. 


District Attorney Perkins and mem- 
bers of hia staff were quoted as say- 
in« that there could be no appeal from 
JiMtice Ford's decision. 


In commenting upon his action deny- 
ing a new trial. Justice Ford said that 
none of the revelations made by Becker 
in his recent statement could be con- 
sidered as new evidence; 
that 
they 
were known to Becker before his first 
-trial and should 
hiave 
been divulged 
then. 
The power of the supreme court, 
the justice said, is so limited by law 
that he could not do otherwise, under 
the circumstances than to refuse Beck- 
er's application. 
In his 
opinion, 
he 
'said, there was not enough competent 
evidence proffered to have changed the 
result had it been received during the 
trial. 
To Deputy Warden Johnson, of 
Sing Sing, who notified him that his 
appeal had been denied, 
Becker said: 
"Well, I'll die like a man, anyhow."

GERMAN ADVANCE 


IN EAST IS SLOW 


Comparative 
Quiet 
Pre- 
vails for Time Being on 
the Western Line.

The German endeavor to capture 
Warsaw, pushed forward with not- 
able energy 
for 
a 
period covering 
more than two weeks, has not made 
any 
material 
progress 
since 
Last 
Tuesday, according to reports com- 
ing from Petrograd^ London and Bei- 
lin. 
On the contrary, the Russian 
authorities in their latest ofScial an- 
nouncement reiterate 
their 
claims 
that the German advance movements 
in the direction of the Polish cap- 
ital have been checked, 
and 
they 
specify when and where. The Berlin 
announcements do not dispute Petro- 
grad. 


The French official statement 
of 
today reports minor activity, but no 
fighting of any importance, while the 
latest Italian announcement says the 
progress of the Italian forces on the 
Carso plateau has been satisfactory, 
and that they have been successful 
in minor encounters at other points. 


The German official report of to- 
day says there has been a change 
on the situation north of the Niemen 
river; 
that 
German 
troops 
have 
taken 2,910 prisoners near Suwaiki 
south of Eovno, and that Russian 
attacks south of the river Narew, 
resulted in failure and heavy losses 
to the attackers. 


News despatches from 
Petrograd 
indicate that the newspapers of the 
Russian 
capital are preparing 
the 
people for the receipt of unfavorable 
news of the campaign in Poland. 


London, July 29.—Except from So- 
kal, Galicia, where the Russians claim 
by a counter offensive to have thrown 
back the Austro-Hungarians across the 
Dniester 
river, 
littlfe 
definite 
newa 
reached London this morning from the 
eastern battle front. 
To the east of 
the Narew river the extent of the Ger- 
man advance from Rozan is marked by 
the captiu'e of the village of Gowor<fwo, 
which lies 
only six miles 
from 
the 
river. 


The exact status of the operationii 
on the eastern front is proving a puz- 
zle to students of the Warsaw cam- 
paign, even Petrograd being uncertain 
whether the vast 
operations 
between 
the Bug and the Vistula river mark 
the crisis of the battle or only a pause 
to allow, one side or the other to draw 
breath or re-arrange its forces.

Washington, July 20.—State 
depart- 
ment officials today 
were drafting a 
note to Germany asking payment for 
loss of the American steamer I^eelanaw- 
torpedoed by a German submarine off 
the Okney islands last Siitnday on the 
f 
roimd of violation of the Prussian- 
merican treaty of 1828. Preparation 
of the document followed the receipt of 
ft report from American Consul Dennison 
at Dimdee, Scotland, which showed that

attempted to 
escape, but submitted to visit and search 
after warning shots had beem fired. Offi- 
cials hold that the right to escapc is 
conceded by international law, only re-

With this action the first step by 
the United States to re-establish peace 
in the 
Haitian 
republic 
was taken. 
While officials would not indicate the 
nature of their plans, the general be- 
lief 
tonight 
was 
that 
the 
marines 


would not be 
withdrawn 
until 
some 
definite arrangement was made 
which 
would ^give promise of permanent peace 
throughout the republic. 


United States to Restore Order. 


This violation of the diplomatic im- 
munity 
which 
foreign legations 
enjoy 
would be regarded ordinarily as a seri- 
ous affront, but in view of the absence 
of an established government and the 
generally turbulent conditions, the in- 
cident probably will not complicate the 
situation. 
I t had the effect, however, 
of 
stimulating the American

ment, which is more deeply interested

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No Stampede 
on National 
Defense

With the question of better preparedness for national defense 


Jooniing so largely at present, and with much hysterical shrieking 
^ 
that direction, it is gratifying to note that so forceful and im- 
portant a public figure as Senator Kem is out in an interview in 
>\diicli he makes it clear that there is going to be no congressional 
fitampede in that direction. 
The Indiana senator is of the opinion 
that congress will take up and dispose of the question sanely and 
sensibly; that there will be advancement made in the provision of a 
larger and better arm}' and navy, but tliere will be no mad era of 
militarism in the United States. 


Just now the public is regaled by the spectacle of excited ora- 
tors demanding a bigger army, a bigger navy, more forts, more 
guns, more men, more equipment and more of pretty nearly every- 
thing else in a military way. Certain organizations arc supplement- 
ing their efforts with a documentary campaign to the same end. The 
president has announced his purpose to inaugurate a plan for more 
adequate national defense, and as a beginning has called for reports 
from both army and navy heads as to the exact present status of the 
military arm of the government. 
It is doubtless the part of wisdom 
to strengthen military power as national responsibilities increase and 
as new international complications arise, and beyond question that 
will be done. It should bo done, but there is no occasion for a nerv- 
ous plunge to the opposite extreme from that course which has been 
adhered to from the first in this country. 


Talk of an appropriation by congress of anything like $500,000,- 
t)00 as a budget for the army and navy is, as Senator Kern points 
out, ridiculous, 
(,'ongress Aviil not go wild on the subject of war 
preparedness. 
Everj^ thoughtful citizen desires proper and ample 
provision for national defense, and he will endorse action to that 
end. 
He will not countenance a frenzied dash into sheer insanity 
in war preparation in time of peace. 
The prediction of 
Senator 
Kern that congress will provide better national defense, but that its 
action will be characterized by moderation will doubtless be fully 
verified.

The 
result is shown in a steady increase in the grade of the enlisted 
man in every branch of the regular service. 


President Wilson is said to be considering several Indiana men 
for appointment to the prospective vacancy on the bench of the 
United States court of claims. Among them are George E.- Downey, 
of Aurora, now controller of the treasury; James P. Watson, of 
Delphi; Meade Vestal, of Noblesville, and Herdis F. Clements, of 
Mount Vernon. While modestly refraining from doing much boast- 
ing about it, Indiana is prepared to supply on short notice com- 
petent men for almost any inviting government place possessing an 
attractive salary attachment.

sources in this direction.

But 
that was not tlie 
legislature 
which 
passed the public utility law. 
^^^lat 
powers the legislature 
which 
enacted 
that statute meant to bestow on the 
commission can only be construed from 
the act itself. 
If the late legislature 
wished to deny the power to regulate 
jitneys to the commission it 
should 
have brought forth a statute expressly 
exempting them from^the commission's 
control. 


Any unprejudiced mind, reading the 
public utility law and listening to the 
arguments made in behalf of such jur- 
isdiction will have a difficult time get 
ting away from the conclusion that the 
jitneys do come under the commission's 
control. 
We have no desire to impugn 
the commission. 
We leave that 
to 
those rabid 
editors 
who, fearing the 
commission would put the jitneys \mder 
its 
jiirisdiotion, condemned 
it 
in ad- 
vance of the hearing. 
We still 
have 
some faith in the commission, notwith- 
standing it was branded locally as a 
prejudiced, 
corporation-controlled, 
fit- 
for-nothing board before 
the 
hearing 
was held. 


We have no hesitation in 
declaring 
our opinion, however, that the decision 
was a strained one and one that should 
be appealed to the courts. 
In the mean- 
time it behooves every city administra- 
tion, that of S.outh Bend as «'cll as 
any other, to see to It that som;» sort 
of municipal regulation is enacted. The 
reasons previously giwn still 
prevail 
^\hy such action should be taken. Wliile 
tiie principle involved is being thrashed 
t»iit in the courts, the city oiTicials, if 
tliey Avould honestly and properly dis- 
charge their obligations to the public, 
should protect their own citizens.

"Near St. Hubert, as well as in the 
forest of JIalancourt, we blew up by 
means of mines several German posi- 
tions.

Becker lay with his face to 
the wall and the guard said lie did not 
move all night. 
Becker 
arose at 7 
o'clock today. 
After breakfast he was 
taken from his cell, while 
the final 
preparations for his 
execution 
were 
made. 


"\Mien Becker returned to his cell, he 
found that all of his clothing, personal 
belongings and even the few furnishings 
of the cell had been removed. 
On a 
new cot lay a thin black 
suit, 
white 
shirt with soft collar and a black tie. 
Black stockings and soft felt slippers 
were also provided. The left leg of the 
trousers was not slit 
when 
Becker 
donned the clothes, as the slitting is 
done just before a condemned man is 
led to the execution chair.

(By Harry Payne Burton, staff corre- 
spondent, who is touring war-time 
Canada for the Sentinel.) 


Quebec, 
Canada, 
July 
26.—The 
5 
o'clock -'Quebec Express" from Grand 
Central station, New York, crosses the 
frontier 
of 
o u r 
northern neighbor a 
little after sunrise 
next morning. 


There is 
not 
a 
thing, so far as eye 
can see, to tell you 
that you are out of 
"the 
states" 
and 
into "war-time Can- 
ada." 


Even 
the 
cus- 
toms 
officers, 
if 
they examine your 
luggage at all, do 
so while you are 
peacefully 
sleeping 
H. P. BITRTOX. 
behind your 
dark 
green curtain. 
And black "Oeorge" is 
hesit.ant in waking you as late as 8, 
but ho explains ceremoniously that "they 
take this heah cah off at 9:50, suh!" 


The first knowledge that 
you 
are 
really in a "belligerent country" doesn't 
come from any sign of war at all. No; 
it is wliile you are breakfasting that 
you suddenly realize that you are in 
—new France! 
Burton Sees "New Fn-snce" Sure Enough. 


For, througli the window, as the long 
train clatters througli a little town, you 
read tlic mystic seeming words, "Trav- 
erse dii.Cremin de Fer" in place of that 
familiar "Stop, Look and Listen" chal- 
lenge of 
American grades; and you 
note thatUhe village postoffice bears the 
1h1)c! "Btireau de Poete"—and offers no 
translation for benefit of him who talks 
liis linpo in English. 


The young girls, lining the platform, 
too, you notice, "backwoods" 
though 
tiicy may be, have stmps of jet velvet 
about their white throats and 
wear 
their simple dresses with an "accent" 
as French as any on the Champa. 


^\nd the very fields, even, of 
this 
lovely province of Quebec, it comes to 
you presently, seem claiming a special 
kinship with the blood-stained mead- 
ows across the sea, for thousands of 
purple ileur-de-lys—"lily of France"— 
make huge patches of purple among the 
billowing daisies. 


All day the French "atmosphere" has 
kept increasing with the approach to 
the valley of the great St. Lawrence. As 
you leave the ferry boat from 
Levis 
find step into "Old Quebec" you know 
all the rest haa been Introductory J 
Here is France, herself! 
The streets, the stores, the restau- 
rants, the dwelling houses, they all say 
it—these buildings of the "ba«9e ville" 
section, as old and gray and grim as 
any crowning Mantmartre! 
Streets Climbing to Quebec's Fighting 
Hifl. 


Tier after tier of them rise up, nar- 
row "rue" upon narrow "rue," until at 
last they surmount the very ramparts 
where French Moltcalm 
and 
English 
Wolfe settled Canadian scores for all 
times between the two races now al- 
lied against a single foe! 


It is all so typically, so absolutely 
French, this city, slidimg off "Des Ram- 
parts," that you fancy it straining eager 
eves out over the 
misty 
Laurentian 
highland and 
across 
the 
sea—^new 
France watching the old. 


Borne on such a wave of lyricism as 
I was, it was something of a shock— 
and I think it must be to every one 
•»ho comes here—to find, in an attempt 
to measure the exact feeling toward 
this war of the greatest French group 
in America, that they are not doing 
that at all! 
I found, indeed, that the 
French of Quebec have not a first-rate 
interest in this war! 


It is not, let me so make modifica- 
tion, that the lYench of Quebec—and 
there are 65,000 of them in that city 
of 75,000 inhabitants—are 
not heart 
and soul with the allies, as against "the 
Bosch," for they are! 
But tiieir inter- 
est must be rated as "academic" since 
it is not occurring to many of them to 
take up actual arms with their broth- 
ers across the seas. 
Why Don't French-Canadians Enlist? 
Indeed, it is openly proclaimed that 
not 
more 
than 
100 
Canadian-bom 
French in the city of Quebec have en- 
listed and not more than 10,000 in the

^^hflle province, where 1,600,000 of them 
live! 


Why is this ? WJiat is its psychology, 
its reason? To find out the underlying 
reasons I went to several of their rep- 
resentative citizens. 


Armand Lavergne, Quebec's 
leading 
attorney and member of the Canadian 
parliament, was especially explanatory, 
and here is what he told me: 


"To understand the present situation 
you will have 
to listen to 
a little 
sketch of the French in Canada, as a 
French-Canadian sees it. 
The psychol- 
ogy of our people here today, in this 
crisis, is absolutely the logical result 
of their history. 
We came here 300 
years ago to found new France, 
We 
were conquered upon the plains of Abra- 
ham when Moltcalm was defeated by 
Wolfe, and although our death-knell as 
the rulers of this land was rung then, 
it marked no definite change in our ac- 
tual character. 
Natures are not chang- 
ed over night by a clash on the battle- 
field. 


Haven't France's Republican Ideas. 
"We French came over here when 
France was a monarchy, feudal in its 
political character and orthodox in its 
religion. 
Because of geographica,' rea- 
sons, we have not been in the position 
to be largely exposed to the republican 
ideas of revolutionary or modern France. 
Nor, by nature, are we readily accessible 
to English influences. 
We still speak 
and read our old tongue. 
So that in 
Quebec you have, in the main, the spec- 
tacle of a sixteenth century community, 
tempered only a little by later frictions 
—simple, peaceful and honest and with 
a preference for a personal monarch, as 
an outstanding political belief. 


"We have no special kinship, certainly, 
with England and only with France in 
that their old history is ours up to a 
certain point. 
when this war 


broke out, we took stock and we said: 


" 'After all, is this so great concern 
of ours that we must go and be killed? 
Have we definite bonds in France, we 
who left there 300 years ago, 
other 
than a common language and a common 
source? Are we not Canadians first?' 


"And most of us answered, 'Yes, Ca- 
nadians first!' 


"Nor did the spectacle of England on- 
tering the war appeal as other than re- 
mote to us. 
We have never had direct 
representation in England's parliament, 
and that right of being killed without 
the privilege of electing that right did 
not appeal to us. 
We had not a thinj^ 
to say—Canada didn't—in declaring this 
war. 
But They Will Give Their Blood for 
Canada. 


"I am sure the typical French-Canadi- 
an feeling in regard to the dominion's

SAYS llin 
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Executive 
Committee 
in 


Fight on Full Crew Law 


/ 


Issues Statement. 


The executive committee of the as- 
sociated railroads of Pennsylvania and 
New Jersey, which conducted the cam- 
paign to repeal the full crew laws in 
those states, has issued a letter of rec- 
ommendations to the railroads, urging 
the organization of a permanent asso- 
ciation to be known as the "Department 
of Public Policy and Relations," to rep- 
resent the railroads in matters of pub- 
lic interest. 
The executive committee 
is composed of R. L. O'Donnell, chair- 
man; J. S. Fisher, C. H. Ewing. F. 
Hartenstein and P. C. Allen and then- 
recommendations to the railroad man- 
agers is as follows; 


"In the judgment of your executive 
committee, the results of this campaign 
prove conclusively 
that the 
railroads 
should take active measures to identify 
themselves, in a proper manner, 
with 
matters of public interest. 
They should 
not become active in political affairs, 
but they 
should 
organize to 
protect 
themselves against tlie 
enactment of 
vicious legislation and, 
at the 
same 
time, lend their aid and influence in the 
passage of pro[ier laws. 
This will pro- 
tect not only the railroads, but the pub- 
lic as well, who suffer from the 
finan- 
cial bnrdens imposed 
by 
ill-advised 
legislation. 


"The foundation for a move of this 
kind has now been laid. 
The conviction 
is strong that our recent campaign went 
far towards establishing a 
iirni 
and 
proper understanding between the rail- 
roads. Iheir great l>ody of employes and 
the public. 
The interests 
of all are 
closely inter-related. 
Their association 
is so intimate that there are no iiard 
and fast dividing lines. 
The public has 
not always realized this and possibly 
railroad officers have not appreciated it 
as they should. 
The opportunity 
for 
correcting this condition 
is now 
pre- 
sented. 
The people have demonstrate<l 
that, when properly informed, they will 
support the railroads when their cause 
is just. 
They are awakening to the fact 
that vicious legislation enacted against 
railroads reacts on themselves. 


"The railroads should pr<>ss forward 
for what is right and proper. 
They 
should do this courageously and with- 
out apology, for none is necessary. They 
phould 1)0 equally careful not to ask for 
assistance in obtaining 
anything 
to 
which they are not fairly entitle<l. They 
should proceed in the open and depend 
upon frank publicity as their greatest 
jirotection. 
Fair 
and honest 
proposi- 
tions thrive 
through 
publicity—unfair 
and dishonest propositions are destroy- 
ed by publicity. 


"In the opinion 
of your 
committee, 
there should be a permanent organiza- 
tion created, which could be known as 
the 'Department of Public Policy and 
Relations,' to represent the railroads in 
matters of public interest and in such 
other respects as may be deemed proper 
along the lines adopted by thi.s commit- 
tee in Ihe recent campaign. 
The crea- 
tion 
of 
this organization 
should 
be 
made known to the public at the start, 
and the purposes for which it was es- 
tabli.shcd specified. 


"If the formation of a general organi- 
zation of this kind is approved bj- the 
railroads interested, it will, of course be 
necessary to create a similar local or- 
ganization on each railroad to assi.st in 
carrying on the work outlined by the 
officer in charge of the department of 
public policy and relations. 


"Your committee strongly recommend.s 
that prompt action be taken 
looking 
towards the creation of this general or- 
ganization 
and similar 
supporting or- 
ganizations on the railroads 
interested. 
The details will, of course, have to be 
v»-orked out later. 


"As an indication of the 
necessity 
for action ahmg 
the lines 
suggested, 
your committee desires to call 
atten- 
tion to the recent creation by the four 
brotherhood 
organizations 
comprising 
employes in the train service, of a com- 
mittee known as the 
'Joint 
National 
Legislative Board,' to represent the or- 
ganizations in legislative matters. aJid 
similar local committees are being form- 
ed at many points. 
It 
is. therefore, 
not only fair, but essential, that 
the 
railroads should likewise organize, only 
on broader and 
more 
comprehensive 
lines, 


"Tlie railroads, in addition, should do 
everything consistent and proper to fos- 
ter more friendly and intimate relations 
with business interests in the territory 
through which they operate bj' broaden- 
ing their many business 
connections, 
arid by «iving gieater attention to mat- 
t( rs of local interest. 
TJiey should also 
keep their local representativos and of- 
ficers in more 
intimate 
touch 
with 
their sccvirity holders residing in local 
territory. 


"In making 
the 
foregoing 
recom- 
mendations^ your committee is not un- 
mindful of the efforts made in the past 
to handle matters such as we suggest 
be handled in the future by the pro- 
posed department of public policy and 
lelations." 
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Experts Discuss the 
Hessian Fly Situation 


Tell How Insect Which Has 
Done Considerable Dam- 
age in Allen County Can 
Be Exterminated.

pressed the belief Brown would recover.

Justice 
of the Peace A. C. Niermain will act as 
judge and the jury will be picked from 
the farmers present. 
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The Hessian fly has done consider- 
able damage in Allen county and' for 
that reason the following article by F. 
M. Webster, in charge of cereal and for- 
age insect investigation, and E. 0. G. 
Kelly, entomological assistant, 
bureau 
of entomology, will be of interest: 


"The Hessian fly has during the past 
season inflicted immense damage to the 
wheat crop throughout an area extend- 
ing from northeastern 
Oklahoma 
and 
morthern Arkansas northward 
through 
Kansas, IMissouri, Nebraska and south- 
ern Iowa, and eastward including prin- 
cipally the states of Illinois, Indiana, 
Ohio and Pennsylvania. 
The loss to 
the 1915 wheat crop from its ravages 
will \mdoubtedIy amount to millions of 
bushels. 


"Nothing can be done mow to lessen 
the damage to the 
present 
growing 
crop; all efforts put forth at this time 
must be with a view of protecting as 
far as possible from Hessian fly attack- 
ing the millions of acres of wheat that 
will be sown throughout this area dur- 
ing the coming months of 
September 
and October. 
No wheat should be sown 
in August. 


"During the period from June to Oc- 
tober, lit 14, the department issued re- 
])eated warnings and advisory 
state- 
ments through the public press and its 
weekly news 
letters, telling 
farmers 
that there was impending danger of a 
serious outbreak of the pest during the 
year 
191.5. 
These warnings, based on 
observations made from 
field 
stations 
throughout 
the entire 
area 
of 
the 
threatened outbreak, were not for the 
purpose of creating undue alarm, 
but 
Were fully justified in view of the great 
abundance of the Hessian fly at that' 
time and the almost entire absence of 
the particular species of parasite 
or 
natural enemy that ia most influential 
in holding the pest in check. 
Atten- 
tion is called to this at the 
present 
time for the sole purpose of again of- 
fering advice to farmers, with the hope 
that they will generally profit bj- last 
year's experience. 


"The Hessian fly attacks wheat, rye 
and barley, but not 
oats 
or 
other 
grains. 


Stages and Life of the Pest, 


"Although 
this pest has been pres- 
ent in the wheat fields of the American 
farmer for considerably over a century, 
comparatively 
few are able to 
recog- 
nize it, excepting in what is known as 
the 'flaxseed' stage, which even then is 
often mistaken for the egg. 
In order, 
therefore, to understand the situation 
fully, it is mecessary to know what the 
fly is like, how it is capable of causing 
such enormous losses, and how it trans- 
forms from the egg to the fully de- 
veloped 
insect. 


"There are 
two generations of 
tho 
Hessian fly each year, one in tho fall 
and one in the following spring, the lat- 
ter being the children of the 
former. 
Therefore, if there were no flies to lay 
eggs in the fall, it stands to reason 
that there could be none to lay eggs in 
spring. 


"In the course of its development the 
insect passes through 
four 
different 
stages. 
The adult is a small, long-leg- 
ged, dark-colored fly, very much resem- 
bling a small 
mos(|uito. 
The egg is 
very small, long, slender and of a shin- 
intr reddisii color, and Is placed by the 
female fly in the grooves on tho up- 
per ourface of the wlieat leaves, both 
in s{»ring and fall. 
It can be observed 
by any farmer who will take a leaf and 
»tretch it over his finger, allowing the 
sunlight to fall directl.v 
on it. 
The 
maggot hatches 
from the egg, makes 
iti> v.ay (hiwn the leaf and wedges it- 
self between tho leaf sheath and the 
stalk of the plant, where in some cases 
a dozen or more may be found partly 
overlapi)ing one another. 
When it be- 
comes full grown 
its 
skin 
hardens, 
changing to brown, and from its form 
and color it is then commonly known as 
the "flaxseed,' which is the pupal 
or 
resting stage of the insect. 
Farmers 
often confnse these 'flaxseeds' with the 
eggs, when, if they would hut 
think 
for a moment, they would see that none 
but very large insects could possibly lay 
an egg of that size. 
Neither the mag- 
got nor the 'flaxseed' leaves the plant 
on which it originated. 
From the 'ilax- 
aeed' will issue the fly, which has al- 
ready been described. 


"Beginning about 
the Ist of 
April, 
flies emerge from the 'flaxseed' 
that 
have passed 
the winter 
in the fall 
wheat, whether early sown or 
volun- 
teer. 
These flies deposit their eggs on 
the leaves of the uninfested plants, the 
eggs hatch into maggots in from four 
to eight days, and the maggots become 
grow/1 in about twenty to thirty days 
and then change 
to 'flaxseeds.' 
This 
constitutes the spring generation. After 
harvest the 'flaxseeds' of this generation 
can be found in the stubble just above 
the ground, or often higher up where 
the straw has broken over. 


"The first flies of the second or fall 
generation begin to issue from the'flax- 
seeds' about the middle of August and 
cojitinue to issue till about the 
last 
of October, according to latitude, the 
maximum 
emergence occurring 
during 
the last two weeks of September or the 
first week in October, depending on the 
locality. 
This second main generation 
infest-s volunteer wheat and all wheat 
sown before the 
fly-free 
date. 
The 
'flaxseeds' of the second generation re- 
niain on the plants of fall-sown wheat 
till April of the next year, when adults 
issue from them and begin another sea- 
son. 


Appearance of Infested Plant. 


"No farmer need be in the least un- 
certain as to the extent to which his 
wheat is Infested in the fall. 
An in- 
fested plant stands straight upward in 
the drill row, with broader leaves of a 
darker green color, docs not tiller, and 
therefore does not spread out and cov- 
er the ground between the rows. 


Methods of ControL 
"Tho Hessian fly will be in the 'flax- 
seed' stage in the stubble from earlr 
June to October in the south, and in 
the north from late June till late Sep- 
tember. 
Thcieforc all stubble 
fields, 
whether to be planted to wheat or not, 
if miseeded to grass, should first bo 
burned if possible; if not possible, disk- 
ed. 
They should then be deeply ploweil 
by the middle of July or tho first of 


should be plowed in small lands; a land 
should be laid off and firebreaks plowed 
around it 
for protection. 
Only 
that 
portion of the field that can be plowed 
in two or three davs should be burned 
at a time. 
If disking is the preferred 
method, then the entire field should be 
disked immediately after the wheat is 
cut. 
This operation not only conserves 
the moisture and makes plowing easier 
but Avill also start the volunteer wheat 
•srhich should invariably be plowed un 
der. 
PloAving should 
begin 
as 
soon 
after disking as possible. 


"Nowhere, either in the east or west 
should wheat be sown on wheat stub 
ble if this course can possibly be avoid 
cd. 
However, in the east, as well a.^ 
in some portions of Iowa and Missouri 
the wheat stubble is universally seeded 
to timothy 
and clover, aaid therefore 
any kind of cultivation of these stub 
bit» 
fields 
is 
rendered 
impracticable 
though in many cases it would be far 
better to sacrifice all except the very 
best seeding. 
Neither can they be burn- 
ed over without destroying the young 
seeding, and where these conditions pre- 
vail the only practical method that the 
farmer can use is that of delaying his 
wheat sowing imtil the flies have made 
their way from the stubble to the fields 
and died there without being able to 
find any plants upon which to deposit 
their eggs. 


"It should be borne in mind that the 
mo-iit practical, and effective methods of 
controlling the Hessian fly are identical 
with the best methods of producing the 
maximum yields of wheat. 
It does not 
seem to occur to the average farmer 
that it is possible for him to fight the 
Hessian fly by the process 
of good 
farming, involving 
thorough 
cultiva- 
tion, good seed, 
and a rotation 
of 
crops. 
It has been said, 
and 
with 
truthfulness, that 
outbreaks 
of 
this 
pest are more often the result of poor 
farming than 
otherwise. 
The 
most 
serious objection to the most practical 
and eff'ective method that can be em- 
ployed to control this pest in the field 
—namely, late sowi^ng—is that ther« is 
danger of so delaying the growth of%the 
plants that they do not become suffi- 
ciently advanced to enable 
them 
to 
withstand the winter. 
The farmer is 
thus placed, as it were, between Scj-lla 
find Charybdis, and must risk the rav- 
ages of the Hessian fly on the one hand 
or the freezes of winter on the other. 


"Much of the delay in the growth of 
late-sown plants in the fall can be elim- 
inated by paying close attention to the 
prefiaration of the soil and to the qual- 
ity of the seed. 
A thoroughly vigorous 
wheat plant will not only withstand a 
light attack of the Hessian fly. but it 
frequenth" occurs that such a light at- 
tack is rather beneficial than otherwise, 
for the reason that the killing of the 
first shoot that is thrown up from the 
kernel forces the plant to tiller, and 
in rich soil the result is to produce more 
grain; bnt if tho soil lacks in fertility 
and has been poorly 
prepared, 
this 
nlight attack that vigorous plants over- 
come is fatal, because of 
the 
badly 
nouri.shed condition of the plant itself. 
The best advice that can be given i.'? 
to begin the preparation of the field in 
the fall precisely a.s though it was ex- 
pected to sow at a very early date, but 
instead of sowing use the disk harrow 
end the roller, even after it appears to 
b(' a waste of labor to till the field fur- 
ther. 


"\Vhen a 
finely 
pulverized, compact 
seed bed has been secured, tho 
seed 
should be selected, and this should be 
done with the jioint in view that un- 
naturally shriveled or otherwise imper- 
fect kernels 
cannot 
produce 
healthj- 
wheat plants, 
\\lien the kernel sprouts 
it at once send.s fibrous roots down into 
the soil from which to draw nourish- 
ment for the young plant, and if little 
or no nourishment is secured the wheat 
plants are put into somewhat the con- 
dition of stunted calves, piga or other 
farm animals which are underfed. 


"\Mieat plants cannot secure prompt 
and ample nourishment 
if 
the 
roots 
must 
make 
their way about 
among 
clods due to poor preparation of 
the 
soil, or in soil that lacks in fertility. 
The farmer, then, should 
begin 
the 
preparation of his soil with the object 
of delaying the sowing of the 
wheat 
and afterwards of pushing the growth 
of the plant to tho utmost until the bo- 
ginning of the cold weather. 
There are 
farmers who grow wheat 
continuously 
year after year, but who rarelv lose a 
crop on account of Hessian 
fly'attacks, 
and even more rarely does the pest orig- 
inate in their own 
fields. 


"It must always be borne in 
mind 
that it is possible for a careless farm- 
er, or one who insists upon sowing his 
wheat before tho flies have 
appeared 
anr. disappeared, to raise up in 
the fail 
a brood large enough—wintering in tlic 
'fla.x-sced' stage and emerging 
in 
the 
spring—to spread out over the fields of 
his neighbors and 
destroy their crop, 
even though these neighbors may not 
themselves have produced enough of the 
flies to cause them any damage what- 
ever. 


"One stubble field with its volunteer 
wheat plants will infest a whole neigh- 
borhood in the fall, or one field sown 
before the fly-free date will often .sup- 
ply the entire locality with 
enough 
flies for serious damage the following 
spring, whether the fields are sown late 
or early. 
Farmers 
should 
co-operate 
in this matter. 


"There are some points with regard 
to the foregoing information that all 
farmers within the 
fiy-infe-sted 
district 
must take into account. 
These farm- 
ers should, above all others, be most 
familiar with the conditions 
of 
their 


tard the appearance of the HeBsias fly 
from the wheat 
stubble. 
We 
have 


known several instances where drench- 
ing rains swept across the country in. 
narrow 
strips, 
producing 
conditions 
therein that brought out the fly from 
the stubble at dates in advance of those 
on which it would emerge in the .dry 
areas on either side. 
No otne can fore- 
tell such occurrences and no one but the 
farmer himself can take advantage of 
them. 
As a last word, then, the farm- 
er should act on the information here 
^ven, in accordance with his own best 
judgment, or that of the most success- 
ful wheat growers in his own sefetion 
of country, particularly of that to the 
east ajid west of him. 


Summaty. 


"The Hessian fly, being in the 'flax- 
seed' stage in wheat stubble and in im- 
liarvested wheat 
from June till 
Sep- 
tember, or even October in the south, 
can be destroyed by carrying 
out the 
following methods of control: 


'•'I. Burn where possible all stubble 
and ruined wheat. 


"2. Disk all stubble and ruined wheat 
immediately after harvest where burn- 
ing is impracticable. 


"3. 
Plow 
under 
deeply all 
stubble 
and ruined wheat fields, whether burn- 
ed or disked, before August 
15, and 
roll the ground if possible. 


"'4. Harrow down, disk, pasture, or 
otherwise effectually destroy 
all 
vol- 
unteer wheat. 


"5. As a measure 
preparatory 
Uo 
sowing, plow as early and deeply as 
existing conditions 
will 
permit; 
disk, 
harrow and roll until a thoroughly pul- 
verized, compact seed bed is obtaine<l. 


"(J. Never sow wheat on stubble if 
j'ossible to avoid doing so.

Do not sow^ wheat 
until

Statement by Shea.

company: 


"I have absolutely nothing to do with 
the 'jitoiey' drivers, and do not interfere 
with the other crafts.

company anything, either in the way of 
better wages 
or shorter 
hoiu*8. We 
merely referred in our letter to wages 
and conditions received in the same 


occupation in other cities throughout the 
coimtry, where the street car men have 
takeai advantage of collective bargain- 
ing. 


"It is not to be wondered at that the 
stockholders are not receiving dividends 
when the actual money invested in the 
formation of this corporation w^as about 
$400,000, and at the present time the 
company is capitalized at $2,500,000.

•Tor, by nature, are we readily accessible 
;o English inflin-ncos. 
We still speak 


and road our old tongue. 
So that in 


Jupbec you have, in the main, the spcc- 
.acle of a sixteenth cimtury community, 
;empercd only a little by later frictions 
—simple, peaceful and honest and with 
a preference for a personal monarch, as 
in outstanding political belief. 


"We have no special kinship, certainly, 


with England and only with France in 
that their old history Is ours up to a 
certain point. Therefore, when this war 
broke out, wo took stock and we said: 


" 'After all, is this so groat concern 


of ours that we must go mid bo killed? 
Have we definite bonds in France, we 
who ilo.ft there 300 years ago, 
other 


than a common language and a common 
source? Are we not Canadians first?" 


"And 
most of us answered, 'Yes, Ca- 


nnrlitins first!' 


"Nor did the spectacle of England on- 


tc.ring the war appeal as other than re- 
mote to us. We have never had direct 
representation in England's parliament, 
and that right of being killed without 
the privilege of electing that right did 
not appeal to us. We had not a thing 
to say—Canada didn't—in declaring this 
war. 
But They Will Give Their Blood for 


Canada. 


"I am sure the typical French-Canadi- 


an feeling in regard to the dominion's 
participation m the fighting is this: 


That, ever since England withdrew he. 
military forces from Canada, in 1807 
and gave us the task of defending ou 
own territory, rro should not be called 
on to do more at any time. With our 
home regiments and militia, with ou 
arsenals and the protecting shadow o 
the Monroe doctrine and the America! 
llect about us, we were willing and abl 
to carry this burden. 


"Our interests are here and we wi 


fight for them, if they are challengcc 
with nil the valor our French brother 
arc showing in Flanders—but loyalt 
begins at home, we say, as we go t 
our work in the morning." 


You sec, nevertheless, a lot of French 


Canadian recruits about old Quebec am 
nl Valcartier—some, doubtless, of th 
10,000 from the province^ and the no 
ticeablc thing about them is their ex 
treme youth and their extreme "sang 
froid."

farming, involving 
thorough 
cultiva- 


tion, good seed, 
and a rotation

It has been said,

truthfulness, that outbreaks of this 
post are more often the result of poor 
farming than 
otherwise. 
The. 
most 


serious objection to the most practical 
and ell'ective method that can be em- 
ployed to control this pest in the field 
- m-.incly, late sowing—is that there is 
danger of so delaying the growth of the 
plants that they do not become sulli- 
ciently advanced to cmibln .them to 
withstand the winter. 
The farmer is 


thus placed, as it were, between Scylla 
nnd Charybdis. and must risk the rav- 
ages of the Hessian fly on the one hand 
or the freezes of winter on the other. 


"Much of (he delay in the growth of 


late-sown plants in the fall can be elim- 
nated by paying close attention to the 
jircparati.m of the soil and to the <]iial- 
ity of the seed. A thoroughly vigorous 
wheat plant will not only withstand a 
light, attack cf the Hessian lly. but it 
frequently occurs that such a light a t - 
tack is rather beneficial than otherwise, 
for the. reason that the killing of the 
first shoot that is thrown up from the 
kernel forces the plant to tiller, nnd 
in rich soil the result is to produce more 
grain: but if the soil hicks in fertility 
and has been poorly 
prepared. 
this 


slight attack that vigorous plants over- 
come is fatal, because of 
the 
badly 


nourished condition of the plant itself. 
The best advice that can be given is 
In begin the preparation of the field in 
the fall precisely as though it w-«9 ex- 
peeled to sow at. n. very early date, but.

mil. or in soil that lacks in fertility. 
The farmer, then, should 
begin 
the 


preparation of his soil with the object 
of delaying the sowing of the wheat 
and afterwiirds of pushing the growth 
of the plant to the utmost until the be- 
ginning of the cold weather. There are. 
farmers who grow wheat continuously 
year after year, but who rarely lose a 
crop on account of Hessian lly attacks, 
and even more rarely does the post orig- 
inate in their own lields. 


"It must always he borne in 
mind 


that it is possible for a careless farm- 
er, or one who insists upon sowing his 
wheat before the 
Ilies have appeared 


am", disappeared, to raise up in the fall 
a brood large enough—wintering in the 
•llaxseed' stage and emerging

"One stubble field with its volunteer

Fnrmers should co-operate 


in this matter. 


''There are some points with regard 
o the foregoing information that all 
armers within the lly-iufested district 
uust take into a..count.

>rs should, above all others, be most 
'amilinr with the conditions of their 
jwn localities as to weather, soil and 
iititudc. 
They should also of all oth- 


rs be the most, familiar with their own 
fields. No one can lay down an exact 
dale 11)1011 which each and every farm- 
er mav sow his wheat, nnd he assured 
of absolute immunity from TTcasian fly 
attack.

the stubble at dates in advance of those 
on which it would emerge in the an 
areas on either side. No ojie can fore- 
tell such occurrences and no one out the 
fuiiner himself can take advantage ot 
them. As a last word, then, the farm- 
er should act on the information here 
given, in accordance with his own best 
jiid«ment, or that uf the most success- 
ful 'wheat growers in his own section 
of country, particularly of that to the 
east ajid west of him. 
Summary. 


"The Hessian fly. being in the "fiax- 


peed' stage in wheat stubble and in un- 
liarvcsled wheat from June till Sep- 
tember, or even October in the south, 
can be destroyed by carrying out th. 
following methods of control:
